The matter of a teachers residence 
was fully discussed by the ratepayers 
present, and plans were produced and 
examined. The feeling of the meet¬ 
ing was that there should be some¬ 
thing done in this regard as soon as 
possible, but that the price of mater- 
-rials^was against us for the pr^a^nt 
time. The wish was expressed by 
Mr. Keith and Mrs. Parcels, that a 
piano should be purchased for the 
to the end that the scholars should re¬ 
ceive some musical training. The 
meeting concurred in the desire to see 
all facilities provided in this regard. 

The financial standing of the dis¬ 
trict was well received and comment¬ 
ed upon Mr W. McCluskey congatu- 
lated the trustees on the standing of 
the district and on the valuable work 
accomplished during he year; and 
thought that the matter of further 
building could be left in the hands of 
the Board. 

Mrs Parcels suggested that funds 
for 'the piano could be raised by lawn 
fetes, or ice cream socials held on the. 
school grounds, and expressed a wil¬ 
lingness to organize same.

markets, while at the same time qual¬ 
ifying us to hold our own with all 
comesr, when bidding- for the export 
market. • 

Part of the good that the ill wind 
of lowered grain prices blew to us, 
is the chance we have of using the 
cheap grains as a means of raising 
stock, and there is no doubt farmers 
all over the province will ‘eventually, 
if not sooner,, see the advantage of 
the chance, and seize upon it. 

But if it must be eventually,,—why 
not make it sooner? ' The surest 
criterion of success is the ability to 
keep a little ahead of the game, we 
■knofv- Now the nucleus of most forms 
of progress has resulted from unti- 
vidual initiative, reinforced and en¬ 
dorsed by community enterprize and 
broadmindedness. Without these last 
the Nucleus may quickly return, to 
the limbo of things forgotten, or seek 
a more nourishing environment. In 
connection with this question of ‘fin¬ 
ishing off’ our live stock in a new- 
way, the directors of the Agricultural 
society had a visit from a well-known 
stock owner and buyer who after due 
reference to the demoralized state of 
the cattle markets and the advocat¬ 
ing grain feeding as at least a partial 
remedy, suggested having a Fat Stock 
show either at Christmas or Easter.

Demand for Live Stock

Market quotations for live sttock In 
the past year not been encour¬ 

aging. Several dips fn prices upset 
the calculations of feeders who had 
looked ft)Tward with confidence to a 
steady market. Auction sales in the 
past few months indicate more or less 
lack of confidence, with dairy cows 
bringing from $60 to $80 instead of 
$100 t* $120 commonly realized dur¬ 
ing 1919. Yonug stock shows a sim¬ 
ilar falling off, while sheep are not in 
ke©« demand anywhere. The general 
farmer is very much in doubt as to 
the future of the industry and is not 
inclined to plan for any increase in 
the number of animals. 

Figures of supply and demand in 
other countries give a brighter pros 
pect for the future of the industry. 
Well informed authorities who have 
studied the matter believe that pro¬ 
duction of meats is not keeping pace 
with the demand and that a shortage 
wlil be evident before long. The 
markets branch at Ottawa points out 
that about four billion pounds of meat 
are required to meet the import de¬ 
mand of Europeon doun tries and that 
this must come from Argentina, Aus¬ 
tralia, Denmark, Canada and the 
United States. At the same time it 
is (to be noted ithat four of these 
countries have during the past year 
at east have marketed live stock to a 
greater extent than was prudent or 
wise. 

,In the period from 1901 to 1914 the 
increase in feed animals did not keep 
pace with the increase in population 
in Europe and America.. According; 
to a British authority the shortage 
figures out roughly as ten pounds less 
per head of the population each year. 
In Canada, Australia and New Zea¬ 
land combined, which represent the 
most important producers of animal 
foodstuffs in the British Empire, the 
percentage increase in food animals 
in recent years has only kept pace 
with the increase an population. 

Great Britain has felt the shortage 
least <among the important consuming 
countries because her well-established 
connections have given her the choice 
of the world’s exportable surplus. In 
other countries, however, n'otably the 
United states, Germany, Austria, and 
b, s the question has become ser-

Most people have as- 
counted for the existing backwardness 
in organization among farmers to in¬ 
dividualism and lack of education. 
No doubt these are in part the reason, 
but the practical task (of organizing is 
the chief reason For instance, it was 
a simple matter, comparatively speak¬ 
ing, to organize the manufactures. 
They were few in number; they lived 
in large centres where thew were on 
easy communication with each other. 
It would be possible to call a meeting 
of every member of the Manufacturers 
association in a few hours. Not so the 
farmers. They were scattered over 
millions of acres olTland, where com¬ 
munication is difficult. The practical 
difficuties that confront them in or¬ 
ganizing is the chief rason why farm¬ 
ers are not tone hundred per cent 
efficient. But in spite of these col¬ 
ossal difficulties, the movement is 
succeeding, and every year now makes 
the task ore simple. Men who can 
stlil hold on it the face of drought, 
hail, frost and other adverse condi¬ 
tions will yet wjzi tout in spite of all. 
The dawn of a new day for the farm¬ 
ers in Canada is near at hand.

When the great offensive of 1918 
started at Amiens , the Canadian

Up she comes. Two lucky old “mud- 
“old Man” smiles once more boys. 

I pulled fout my wallet, (found on 
the field only two clays before), and 
counted my “wad”. It amounted to 
85 francs, and so I decided to make 
it either larger or smaller as soon 
as the opportunity offered. “All 
paid and satisfied, and away we g*o 
again. No one on the “little old 

grave digger”? “I backed the l.o g.d 
3rd, and then waited with bated 
breath while the other players got 

through. “All set and up she comes, 
a club, heart and a lucky old “mud- 
hook”. “Damn!’’ There are 40 francs 
gone west, I thought “but better luck 
next time.” 

As the dice were put down on the 
board for the second time, I put down 
the remaining money (45 francs) on 
the Sergt. Major, Poor Old Sergt.

ors. 

That broke yours truly and I start¬ 
ed on my way with the message. 

Now the above doings had taken 
at the most a minute and to make up 
for lost time I set 'off at a stiff pace, 
it was a good lesson that I had just 
had in the game and I was wonder¬ 
ing where the next cigarettes were 
going to spring from. The distance 
I had gone from the group was about 
200 yds. when there was a “Whir-r-r, 
B*A*N*G’’ and I Isaw that a 6 ” tout 
burst about a hundred yards ahead 
of me and in my direct path. I only 
heard the thing* about a second be¬ 
fore it through 

fore it burst and had no time to duck 
or think, and the pieces went through 
as though thew were going on a long 
journey and wanted to get it finished. 

Well I swerved to the left, and a 
half minute after, he dropped another 
shell about half a mile in front of me, 
and, a few seconds after, he dropped 
another one away to the right of me.

He 
was sat on a stump and had his Coat 
and shirt both off, his coat was on 
the ground but he was reading* his 
shirt and there seemingly there was 
as many interesting features in it as 
in “The News of the World” “Hello! 
old timer” I said;, to break the ice. 
“Hows the hunting?’* “Well!” said 
he “It’s got me tfoing, I hunt over 
this shirt v every night, and there is 
always thousands, nay, millions, 
there when I take another look” 

“Well! where are their re-enforce¬ 
ments coming from?” said I He 
looked at me. “Wh^t re-enforce¬ 
ments?” “Why, you have just said 
that you were never free, and if so 
there must be some secret way that 
they are getting their hordes up with¬ 
out you being wise?” At tliis stage 
I reached down and grabbed his tu¬ 
nic which had for some minutes been 
trying to get away unobserved. “Do 
you ever read your tunic?” I said to 
him. “Why, no, I never thought 
they would stay in a tunic, so didn’t 
look Are there any there?”

Prices And Wages

Tbe downward trend of wheat 
prices had a discouragaing effect up¬ 
on business in the West. Unfortun¬ 
ately a number of farmers were not 
satisfied with the prices that prevail¬ 
ed earlier in the season and instead 
of marketing their grain, stored it, 
with the result that the wheat move 
ment was not as free as was expect¬ 
ed, and a considerable personal loss 
was experienced by those hoarders. 
Wage s .have also gone down, and there 
has been a general tightening up all 


It was desirable—indeed inevitable 
—that there should be a reaction, and 
those economists who were watching 
the situation carefully were hoping 
that the decline would be gradual. 

There are indications that this is 
what is heppening. Meat, which for 
the last few years has been a luxury 
to many in now appearing on the ta¬ 
bles of those in, moderate circum¬ 
stances; clothing is coming down in 
price; and there are other indications 
that Wjg are again returning to nor¬ 
mals. It is to be regretted that fall¬ 
ing prices should entail personal in- 


Yet, these conditions are not un¬ 
healthy ones. Wheat prices for the' 
last few years have been tat an art}- ' 
ficial height; the Common necessities 
of life have gone skyward; and owing 
to conditions engendered by the 


convenience on a considerable section 


price that must be paid sooner or 
later for' a period of inflated calues. 

The high price of wheat could not 
prevail or any length of time. It 


would have meant putting the price of 
bread almost beyond the reach of mil¬ 
lions iof industrial workers; and would 
have resulted in the impoverishment 
of a great portion of our rich agricul¬ 
tural lands of the west. Our farmers 
were growing wheat to the exclusion 
of 'Other branches of agriculture; and 
experience elsewhere has proven that 
if this practice is followed out for any 
length nf time, the land becomes ex¬ 
hausted, and general conditions be¬ 
come bad. Western Conada is still 
a young enough country to produce 
vast quantities of* wheat, but it is a 
well recognized principle of agricul¬ 
tural economics that diversified pro¬ 
ducts are ih^ most success ul con¬ 
tributors to Teal prosperity. 

The d'ownword trend of wheat 
prices is therefore not an unmixed 
evil. It was bound to come and al¬ 
though it might be delayed, it was as ' 
inevitable a s the dawn. It a period 
of adjustment and retrenchment is 
upon us we'must make the best of it 
with willing hands and cheerful 
hearts secure in the knowledge that 
our country is young, strong and of 
extraordinary resource.

nicipality but shall be subject to re- 
cllemption as herein provided. 

(1):-The Municipality may also 
lease the same or sell and convey the 
same, and convey them by instrument 
under the sleal of the Municipality. 

(4):-The Municipality may also ex¬ 
change any of its lands so purchased, 
for other lands within the Municipal¬ 
ity. 

All lands which became thie proper¬ 
ty of the Municipality at the above 
named sale may be redeemed at any 
time within one year from thie date of 
the sale, subject to a penalty of ten 
per cent on the amount of arrenrs 
and costs. 

All Crown Lands, and other lands 
not liable to be sold at thie above sale 
are to be proceeded against by Dis¬ 
tress Warrant, (against goods and 
chattels first).

The period of school, and the 
chance of study, are all too brief, out 
in the West,—our children will be a 
liong~ while~ grow n up, and probably 
they’ll make more of their lives when 
they’re really grown up, if we insist 
a little morfe on tb£m keeping them¬ 
selves physically and mentally in 
trim for making the most of their 
school time opportunities. 

Those (of us who strike an attitude 
and eriunciate that such is none of 
the teachers’ business, had better 
drop it, and agree, instead that 
coupled with efficiency in the teach¬ 
er, this is the sort of view point that 
is going to make us all proud parents 
after the June results are known,— 
Or to take a broader perspective, is 
what is needed to raise the education¬ 
al status of the West.
